It now appears that Frank 
Connell married this woman under the 
assumed name of Frauk Mansfield at San 
Antonio two years ago, in order that they 
could live together without prosecution 
by Jaw. When Wharton desired to marry 
her two days ago, lawyers were consult- 
ed and pronounced the San Antonio mar- 
riage legal. Asensational scene occurred 
in Coroner Kendall’s Court. Connell is 
suspected of having poisoned Wharton, 
and when County Attorney Clint exam- 
ined him on the point he fainted away 
and had to be given stimulants when 
he revived. Emma Mansfield, while being 
ex:lmined in the same strain, broke down 
and wept bitterly. Connell’s examina- 
tion was broken off, as he: demanded a 
lawyer and refused to testify any further 
until.he had ‘secured one. Connell will 
be placed iu jail when the Court ad- 
journs.

SOUTHERN GLEANINGS. 


Texas Crops. 
GALVESTON, TeEx., June 18. 

After a careful avalysis of crop reports 
as published here lately, covering seventy- 
six counties and embracing 156 official re- 
ports, the following summary is obtained 
of the condition and prospects of Texas 
crops: The yield of corn and grain is re- 
ported as above the average in 46 cases, an 
average in 26cases, and below the aver- 
age in 82 cases. ‘Tho acreage of corn and 
grain is above the average in 63 cases, an 


average in 25 cases, and below the 
average in 13 cases. The general 
@ondition is reported as good in TI 


eases, fair in 39 cases, and bad in 22 cases. 
In nearly all cases the crops are late, 
and in many places have had to be re- 
Planted, owing to heavy rains. The com- 
parisons above are made in all cases 
With the great crop, year of 1882-83. 

‘2The cotton crop, similarly compared 
With the great crop year of 1882-83, is 
r@éported as: good in sixty cases, fair 
im fifty-one cases and bad in twenty- 
five cases, having been replanted in 
thirty-eight cases, and as late in seventy- 
three cases. There is an increased acre- 
age returned in fifty-four reports and de- 
crease in fourteen. Taking it altogether, 
the report as to wheat and corn is most 
favorable and encouraging. As to cotton 
it is not quite as good, but the prospecty 
seem to be fair,

PUPULAR JUSTICE. 


Oliver Canfield, the Murderer of Mollie 
Gherkin at Vincennes, Indiana, Taken 
from Jail by Indignant Citizens and Hung 
Within Sight of the Scene of His Crime— 
A Heartless Wretch. . 

VINOENNES, IND., June 23. 
To-day Oliver Cantield, who murdered 
MollieGherkin, told Officer Ramer that he 
would like to see the girl, and was grant- 
ed the privilege. When he entered the 
room where she was lying, he looked at 
her and laughed. Oflicer Rumer tovk 
him out of the room and asked him what 
he thought about it.. ‘“‘I would like .to 
finish her,”’ said Canfleld, with a fiendish 
grin, and then burst out laughing. The 
city was excited during the afternoon, 
and the officers of the law claimed 
that. they .expected Canfield would 
be mobbed to-night. There is no 
question about there being two mobs or- 
ganized. Nearly all the officers claim 
that they will hardly. dare to make 
any resistance, Canfield’s crime is the 
most fiendish ever recorded here. He 
took his victim in his arms, and instead 
of kissing or embracing her, he shot at 
her five times, two shots taking effect in 
her brain. She had been conscious but 
once since she was shot. Her case was 

a most remarkable one, and has attracted 

wide attention from physicians. 








VINCENNES, IND., June 24. 
Canfield was taken from the jail by a 
mob of masked men at one o’clock this 
morning and hanged. The mob met with 
no opposition from the Sheriff or his 


deputies except that he re- 
fused to deliver the key to. the 
jail. In consequence of this the mob 


had to break down the jail doors. This 
occupied at least forty minutes, Canfield 
was found cowering in his cell and made 
an attempt at prayer. He was hastened 
out to the street, where several hun- 
dred of the best citizens were wait- 
ing to see what would be done. It 
was proposed that Canfield be hung 
nearthe jail, but he requested that he 
be hung in sight of the house where he 
killed his sweetheart. This proposition 
was met with deafening yells from the 
crowd, and he was hurried up to a con- 
venient telegraph pole within a stone’s 
throw of the sceve of the murder. Be- 
fore the rope was drawn Canfield 
was asked if he had anything ‘to 
say. He was weak ard § fainting 
and could scarcely talk. The most he 
could say was that he was guilty and that 
he was sorry he killed the girl; that if it 
was to do over he would not do

that his mother be told 
that he had tried to be reconciled to 
heaven but that he did not believe he 
would ever get there. Ile was given one 
minute to say prayers, but he had by this 
time sank so low he could scarcely 
be aroused. ‘The rope was soon adjusted 
around his neck and, amid the applause 
of the crowd, he was drawn to a height of 
ten feet and then left to hang. There 
was scarcely a struggle visible, but the 
victim probably lived thirty minutes. A 
card was pinned to his coat requesting 
the Coroner to let the body hang until 
twelve o’clock to-day. The mob did not 
(hisperse until daylight.

rhe Water the Highest in Fifty Years, and 
No Abatement in Prospect—Incalculable 
Damage to Crops and Other Property. 


SANTA Fr, N, M., June 23. 

For more than thirty days past the 
high waters have swept through the Rio 
Grande Valley, and every hour the course 
of the river has changed. As yet there is 
vo promise of abatement, and at Alamiho 
and other points the river was‘as high 
yesterday as it has been for fifty years. 








The results are growing daily 
more appalling, as can be readily 
understood when it is considered: 


that the long overflow has turned almost: 
all the earth into quicksands. Wagon- 
roads are entirely abanduned and by the 
most persistent efforts only has the At- 
chison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railroad been 
able to sapport a track on their main. 
line. At Rincon the course of the river. 
and the entire country isso much changed 
as to be really unrecognizable. *Where 


the round-house stood is now the main . 


current of the stream, which turns itself 
‘and flows north a considerable distance. 
From Riacon to Dora Ana there is noth- 
ing to suggest a railroad. No attempt 
has been made to rebuild. 

The towns of Tome, Los Pinos, Valencia 
and Peralto in Valencia County, are. 
swept away and five hundred families are: 
destitute onthe mesa. The san Marcials 


is flooded, boats being used to pass from! - 


house to house. The waters form an 
ocean, and the iron railroad bridge at 
that point was saved only by throwing 
into the river several loads of cut stone 
worth $450 a car. 

Socarro has four or five feet of water 
on Manzeares avenue, beginning at the 
depot and extending to the Chieftain of- 
fice. 

The old town of Albuquerque is flood- 
ed, andthere is water in the new town. 

More than two-thirds of the crops in 
the valley are a loss. Wheat, nearly ripe, 
has falien, and in many piaces tife care- 
fully cultivated flelds are only a sheet of 
water. Mosquitoes, frogs and sand-flies 
and other pests render day and night 
hideous to the people. The cost of la- 
borers, whe are worked almost con-. 
tinuously by the railroad company and 
are allowed @ou le pdy for night work, is 
immense. Last week the majority of the 
men put in eighteen days’ time. Train- 
men have be@u doing extra duty and are 
worn out. . ' 

Tbe Rio Grande has been rising at Al- 
buquerque for two days. On Thursday 
afternoon the stream broke throngh the 
dike five miles above the new town, op- 
posite Las Ranches, but 200 men and 
women, working «day and night, finally 
succeeded in repairing the break. This 
stare of affairs is expected to remain un- 
changed thirty days longer, as the snows 
in the mountains of Southern Colorado 
are yet ten to forty feet deep and heavy

The Committee appointed by the Na- 
tional Republican Convention to notify 
Hon. James G. Blaine of the action of the 
Convention performed that duty on Sat- 
urday, the shady lawn in front of the 
Blaine homestead being chosen as the 
scene of the ceremonial. When all the 
preliminaries had been arranged General 
Henderson, of Missouri, stepped forward 
and presented the address of the com- 
mittee, reading from manuscript as fol- 
lows: 

Mr. BLarsk—Your nomination for the 
ofiice of President of the United States 
by the National Republican Convention 
recently assembled at Chicago, is already 
known to you. The gentlemen before 
you, constituting the committee, com- 
posed of one member from each State 
and Territory of the country, and one 
from the District of Columbia, now 
come as the accredited organ of that 
convention to give you formal notice of 
the nomination and to request your ac- 
ceptance thereof. It is of course known 
to you that beside your own, several 
names, among the most honored in the 
councils of the Republican party, were 
presented by their friends as candidates for 
this nomination. Between your friends 
and the friends of the gentlemen so just- 
ly entitled to the respect and confidence 
of their political associates, the contest 
was one of generous rivalry, free from 
g@ny taint of bitterness, and equally free 
from the reproach of injustice. At an 
early stage of the proceedings of the Con- 
vention it became manifest that the Re 
publican States, whose ald must be in- 
yoked at the last to insure success to the 
ticket, earnestly desired your nomina- 
tion. It was equally manifested that the 
desire so earnestly expressed by the 
delegates from these States was but 
a truthful reflection of the irresistible 
popular demand. It is not thought 
nor pretended that this demand had its 
origin in any ambitious desires of your 
own orin the organized work of your 
friends, but it was recognized to be 
what it truthfully is—a spontaneous ex- 
pression by the people of love and admir- 
ation of their chosen leader.

In tendering you the nomina- 
tion it gives us pleasure to remember 
those great measures which furnished 
causes for party congratulations by 
the late convention at Chicago, and 
which are pow crystalized into the 
legislation of the country, meas- 
ures which have strengthened and dig- 
nifled the Nation; and while they ele- 
vated and advanced the people, 
have at all times and on all proper occa- 
sions received your earnest and valuable 
“support. It was your good fortune to 
gid in protecting the Nation against the 
assaults of armed treason; you were 
presemt and helped to unloose the 
@hackies of the slavec you assisted In 

ng anew guarantees of freedom in 
Federal Constitution; your voice was 
‘potent in preserving the National faith 
when false theories of finance would have 
blasted National and individual prosper- 
tty. We kindly remember you as a fast 
friend of honest money and commercial 
fotegrity. In all that pertains to the se- 
Ourity and repose of capital, dignity 
of labor, manhood elevation 
ami freedom of the people, the right of 
the oppressed to demand, and the duty 
of the Government to afford protection, 
your publie acts have received unquall- 
fied indorsement and popular approval. 
Dut we are not unmind@ful of the fact that 
.parties, like individuals, can not lve en- 
tirety on the past, however splendid the 
record. The present is ever charged with 

Ammediate cares, and the future presses 

ou with its pew duties and its perplexiug 

responstbilities. Parties, like individuals, 
however, that are free from stain and 
unvtolated faith in the past are fairly en- 


titled to tbe presumption of  stn- 
certty im _ thetr omises for the 
future. Among t promises made 


by the party in its late convention at 
Chicago are: Economy and puirty of ad- 
ministration; protection of citizens, na- 
tive and naturalized, at home and abroad; 
the prompt restoration of the Navy; a 
wise reduction of the surplus revenues, 
relieving the tax-payer without injuring 
the laborer; the preservation of publie 
lands for the actual settlers; import 
duties, when necessary at all, to be kevied 
not for revenue only, but for the double 
purpose of revenue and protection; the 
regulation of internal commerce amd the 
settlement of internal differences by 
peaceful ‘arbitration, bat coupled with 
the reassertion and maintenance of the 
Monroe doctrine ‘as interpreted by the 
fathers of the Republic; the persever- 
ance in the good work of civil service 
reform to the end that the 
dangers to free institutions which 
Jurk in the power of official patronage 
may be wisely and effectively erase 
honest currency based an coin of in- 
trinsic value, adding strength to the 
public credit and, giving renewed vitality 
to every branch of Ameri¢an industry. 
Mr. Blaine, during the last twenty-three 
years the Republican party has builded a 
new republic; a republic far more splen- 
did than that originally designed by our 
fathers. As its proportions are already 
grand, they may yet be enlarged; its 
foundations may yet be strengthened, 
and its columns adorned with beauty 
more resplendent still. To you, as its 
architect-in-chief, will soon be assigned 
this grateful work. 
BLAINE’S REPLY.

Logan Serenaded, 
WASHINGTON, D. C., June 23. 

The ex-soldiers and sailors resident in 
Washington serenaded General Logan Sat- 
urday evening. They assembled at the City 
Hall, and forming in platoons of twelve 
marched, headed by the Marine Band, to 
the General’s residence on Twelfth st., 
where 8 crowd of 2,000 or 3,000 citizens 
were already assembled. The procession 
was liberally supplied with banners, rock- 
ets, Roman candles and noise-making 
devices. The banner of the Army of the 
Tennessee was displayed from the upper 
window of General Logan’s house. Gen- 
eral Logan’s appearance was greeted with 
astorm of cheers. When the applause 
subsided he was introduced in a brief 
speech by General Green B. Raum. 

General Logan then addressed the as- 
semblage as follows: 

COMRADES AND FERLLOW-CITIZENS—The 
warm expressions of confidence and con- 
gratulations which you offer me through 
your chairman impress’ me with a deep 
sense of gratitude. I beg to tender my 
sincerest thanks to one and all of my 
participating friends for this demonstra- 
tion of kindness and esteem. Your visit 
at this time, gentlemen, is interesting to 
me, ina double aspect. As citizens of 
our common country, tendering tributes 


to me as_- public man, I meet 
you with genuine pleasure 
and grateful acknowldgment. 


acter of representatives of the soldiers 
and sailors of our country, your visit pos- 
sesses a feature ipsensibly leading to a 
train of mostinteresting reflections. [Ap- 
plause.] Your assemblage is composed 
of men who gave up the pursuits of peace, 
relinquished the comforts of home, sev- 
ered the ties of friendship and yielded 
the geutle and loving society of father, 
mother, sister, brother and in many in- 
stances wife and little ones, to brave the 
dangers of the tented field or crested 
wave; torun the gauntlet of sickness 
in climates different from your own, 
and possibly, or even probably, to 
yield up life itself in the serv- 
ice of your country. Twenty-three 
years ago, gentlemen, when dread war 
raised its wrinkled front throughout tne 
land, many of you were standing with 
one foot upon the portal of manhood, 
eager for the conflict with the world, 
which promised to bring you honors, 
riches, friends and a life of peace and 
ease in the society of your own family.

and the fatal doctrine of ‘‘in- 
dependent State sovereignty ‘‘upon 
which the civil .war was founded, 


stamped as political heresy 
out of which continued revolution is born, 
and wholly incompatiole with the idea of 
a Republic, the Republican party will 
have much work to do and an 
mission to perform. [At 
this point the speaker was _inter- 
rupted some time by cheers and ap- 
plause.]

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THE STAGE-DRIVELS STORY. 
How General Scout's Life Was Saved ar } 
How His Driver Twice Escaped 
Death.

The traveler of the prosent day, as he is 
hurried along by the lizhtaing express, in 
its buffet cars and palace sleepers, seldom 
reverts in thought to the tims when the 
stage coach and packet were the only 
means of communication bei ween distant 
points, It is rare that ono of tie real old 
time stage drivers is net with now-a-days 
and when the writer recently ran across 
Fayette Haskell, of Lockport, N. Y., hq 
felt like a bibliographer over the discovery 
of some rare volume of “forgotten fore.” 
Mr. Haskell, although one of the pioneors 
in stage driving (se formerly ran from 
Lowiston to Niagara Falls ant Buffale) is 
hale and hear.y and bids fair to live for 
many years. ‘The strange stories of his 
early adventures would fill a volume. At 
one time when going down a mountain 
near Lowiston with no less a personage 
than General Scott as & passenger, the 
brakes gave way and the couch Came on 
the heels of the wiweel horses, The only 
remedy was to whip the leaders to a gal- 
lop. Gaining additi»-nal momentum with 
each revolution of ths wheels the coach 
swayed and pitched down the mouniain 
side and into the streets of Lewiston.
